Claim 3. (Previously presented): A compound according to claim 1, of formula (1), wherein Xi and 
X2 are chlorine or bromine. 
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Claim 4. (Original): A pesticidal composition which comprises as active ingredient at least one 
compound according to claim 1 of formula (I), in free form or in agrochemically acceptable salt form, 
and at least one adjuvant. 

Claim 5. (Original): A process for the preparation of a composition as described in claim 4, which 
comprises intimately mixing the active ingredient with the adjuvant(s). 

Claim 6. (Original): A method of controlling pests, which comprises applying a pesticidal 
composition as described in claim 4 to the pests or to the locus thereof.
